Kmetovic didn’t even make the 
official] all-coast team. He was for- 
gotten in the balloting for Gallar- 
neau, a team mate. The fact that 
Gallarneau scored two touchdowns 
to Kmetovic’s one in the Rose Bowl 
Wednesday, doesn’t alter my view. 
Gallarneau’s first score was set-up 
by Pete’s runs. 

Major Biff Jones said after the 
game that Kmetovic was one of the 
finest backs he had seen since he 
was a plebe at West Point, and. the 
major enrolled at the Point just 
about the time Attilla the Hun, was 
a militaristic scourge. 

Kmetovic is faster than a dog 
chasing its own tail around a greas- 
ed pole. And he doesn’t take long to 
get dast;meaning that he needs no

speed he has all the thngs that make 
for yards in the open field. He can 
show a tackler a leg and take it 
away with a Houdini touch. He has 
a beautiful change of pace. Just 
when you think he is going at top 
speed, he slips the throttle another 
notch and really slides into high 
gear. 

Kmetovic can take it, too. He took

Transfer Of Air Units To » 
Mediterranean, May Presage 
New Winter Campaigns 


UNITED PRESS 
Gevilets today rushed powerful 
units to her beleaguered axis 
partner, Italy, in a move which may 
presage new winter campaigns in 
the Mediterranean theatre of war. 

The German action and the re- 
call of several hundred Fascist war- 
planes from the English Channel 
front coincided with the publication 
by the Nazi high command of a 
recapitulation claiming that nearly 
100,000,000 pounds of bombs had 
been dumped on Britain in the 
great series of air attacks which 
started Aug. 8. 

Neutral Eire reported widespread 
activity by officially unidentified

ing three persons. At least one of 
the bombs was officially identified 
as of German origin. 

The plane activity accompanied 
increasing anxiety over the status 
Eire. The British are eager to ob- 
tain Irish Naval bases to use in 
protecting sea lanes against Ger- 
man air and naval attack. Extens- 
ion of the navicert system to Eire 
exports was announced in London. 

Lord Beaverbrook, British minis- 
ter of aircraft supply, told Ameri- 
can correspondents that United 
States bombers are being flown 
| ACrOSs the Atlantic to Britain in “a 
steady stream” and that British 
airplane forces now are at an all- 
time high. 

Reports from uie Jugoslav front- 
jier said that Greek artillery now 
“had the central Albanian bastion 
lof Elbasan under fire and _ that 
| British planes set fire to an Italian 
{ship in the Valona harbor. The 
| British reported widespread air ac- 
tion in North Africa and an ever- 
tightening ring around besieged 
‘ Bardia. 
| Turkey ordered German nurses 
and governesses — estimated to 
number several hundred — to leave 
the country. 

How large a proportion of the 
Nazi Luftwaffle will be diverted to 
ithe Mediterranean war theatre was 
lnot indicated . However, Gen. 
Francesco Pricolo, Italian under- 
secretary for air, announced that 
German air squadrons will fight for 
Italy in the Mediterranean basin. 

He also announced that the Ital- 
ian air units which have been co- 
operating with the Germans in 
bombardment of Great Britain were 
being called home to reinforce the 
Italians on their fighting fronts in 
Albania and Africa.
